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THE 70th anniversary of D-Day was marked 
with a full weekend’s programme of events in 
Lyme Regis, commemorating the 11 men from 
the town who were killed during the invasion, as 
well as the many American GIs stationed in 
Lyme before the Normandy landings. 

The events were organised by a voluntary committee, 
led by chairman of the Lyme Regis branch of the Royal 


British Legion, David Manners. 

The programme included a 6am clifftop service, fly¬ 
past and variety show on Friday, the screening of a 
wartime film and swing dance on Saturday, and a military 
march and service on the seafornt on Sunday. The Mayor 
of Lyme Regis also unveiled a plaque on Bell Cliff com¬ 
missioned by the US 16th Infantry Regiment Association 
to thank the town for hosting the American troops in the 
run-up to D-Day.

DORCHESTER Royal British Legion President Les 
Cuff has his worries about the future of the Legion 
in the county town, despite a successful D-Day 70th 
commemoration in the past week. 

Les lost both his parents at an early age and, after 
a brief period with his grandmother, went to live in 
children's homes in Salisbury and Weymouth. It 
was from there that he watched the build-up to D- 
Day in and around Weymouth and Portland. 

Eventually, he followed his older brothers into 
the armed services but was stopped from seeing 
front-line service, literally at the last minute. 

He has worked on farms in and around the 
county, has a passion for tractors and steam en¬ 
gines and has been involved in many aspects of life 
in the county town - including the now-closed Con¬ 
servative Club. 


• WHAT are your memories of your older brothers 
and their military service? 

I remember them coming to see me two days before dis¬ 
embarking. They brought me a black ball and a fire engine 
which was a real beauty. I was the envy of all the other 
kids. I don't suppose at the time I really realised what was 
happening to them... my elder brother, Harry, who was 
known as"Bubbles" was captured and spent three or four 
years as a prisoner of war. He never spoke of it until six 
months before he died. My other brother, Eddie, was 73 
when he died. He spent much of the war in hospital with 
shrapnel in his head. They never removed all of it because 
it would have been too dangerous. 

• AND how much of D-Day do you remember? 

I was in a children's home in Weymouth so we could see 
the build-up going on. We lined up on Portland Road and 
the troops marching past us would throw us their money 
and bars of chocolate. It is something I will never forget. 

• WAS being in a children's home tough? 

I suppose it would be considered that now - but it was 
what we were used to. We had gardens to grow our own 
veg and, of course, we were expected to work. We weren't 
treated roughly, nothing like the abuse you hear about in 
some places, but we had to do what we were told. We had 
to make our own beds and darn our own socks and, of 
course, there would be regular inspections to check our 
nails and make sure we'd washed behind our ears. 

• AND I suppose you, like almost everyone else, left 
school at 14? 

Yes. The home found me a job in a paper shop in Fording- 
bridge. I was only there a week, I just couldn't stick it and 
the owners got fed up with me moaning and crying. I was 
then found an apprenticeship with Jack Jolliffe in Wey¬ 
mouth as a painter and decorator where I stayed until my 
call-up papers came. I wasn't impressed with the idea but 
I had to go. They put me in the Medical Corps, probably 
because I'd been in St John Ambulance in Weymouth. 

• HOW did you get on? 

It wasn't too bad to begin with but it knocked some of the 
others back a bit, being told what to do by a snotty Cor¬ 
poral. I was eventually posted toTidworth Military Hospi¬ 
tal but I couldn't stick working on the wards all the time. 
Then, one day, they called for volunteers to be parachute 



medics. I couldn't say "thank you" quick enough. I went 
basically to get out of the hospital but I also wanted to 
see some action. 

• AND did you? 

No, the nearest I got was the Suez Crisis. I got the papers 
and got to Brize Norton via the train at Salisbury. We were 
all loaded up in the plane with the engines running all 
ready to go when the pilot got the call that it was being 
aborted... my friends all went abroad but I never got out 
of the country. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Legion? 

I first joined at Stapleford, near Salisbury. My elder brother 
had always said that if you were in the forces you had to 
be in the Legion, but it wasn't until I came to Dorchester 
to work at Lower Skippet Farm that I really got involved. 
At time it was in High East Street, in the old brewery build¬ 
ing. We had hundreds of members and the building was 
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nowhere near big enough so we moved to Fordington, 
but that eventually went in the early 1990s and we ended 
up meeting wherever we could, usually in pub skittle al¬ 
leys. 

• AND what state is the Legion in today? 

Basically there's only a handful of us left; many members 
have died and others drifted away, mainly because we 
had no "home". We've tried to get younger members but 
to no avail. We have 40 or 50 members on the books but 
really there's only a few of us who take an active part, but 
I'm going to carry on as long as I can. 

• WHAT do you make of Dorchester's recent develop¬ 
ments? 

I don't think a lot of it is good for Dorchester. There's shops 
and other businesses out of the town centre which should 
be in the town centre. We need to keep the town centre 
alive. If they don't watch it they will ruin Dorchester with 
all the extra development. The new council offices have 
taken up too much parking space and the traffic system 
needs sorting out. 

• SO where would you live if not in Dorchester? 

I'm not likely to leave Dorchester but if I didn't live here I 
would like to try New Zealand. It seems a tranquil place 
and they never seem to have any trouble. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I used to do up vintage tractors but I'm a bit too old for 
that now, although I do collect model tractors. I've got 
one for every tractor I've ever worked on. 

• FAVOURITE foods? 

The only things I don't like are celery, sweetcorn and 
salmon - but I'll eat pretty much anything else!

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Corinthian rowers set out on second challenge 


INTREPID Lyme Regis rowers, Elliott Dale and Chris 
“Darby” Walters, have set off on their second Atlantic 
challenge - an attempt to row from New York to the Isles 
of Scilly in less than 55 days. 

Elliott and Chris were two of the four-man local rowing 
team, The Corinthians, who in 2012 crossed the Atlantic 
from La Gomera in the Canary Islands to Barbados in the 
Talisker Whiskey Atlantic Challenge, placing eighth and 
covering 2,550 nautical miles in 48 days. In doing so, 
they broke two world records - the oldest team ever to 
row the Atlantic with a combined age of 228, and team 
member Tony Short being the oldest man to row the At¬ 
lantic at 67. 

Now Elliott, 54, and Chris, 55, both members of Lyme 
Regis Gig Club, are taking on their second mammoth 
challenge - rowing the North Atlantic in less than 55 days 
to raise £300,000 for Children’s Hospice South West. 

They set off from Manhattan, New York, in their Ran- 
noch pairs boat, “Row for Precious Lives”, at 10am on 
Saturday, June 7th and hope to row into the record books 
again by completing the hazardous 3,246 mile journey in 
the fastest ever time achieved by pairs, with plans to ar¬ 
rive at St Mary’s in the Isles of Scilly around July 31st. 

They will be following the same route as Norwegian

fishermen, George Harbo and Frank Samuelson, who 
rowed the Atlantic in 55 days in a traditional vessel in 
1896. They are aiming to better this 117-year-old ocean 
rowing record, but just by completing the challenge they 
will set a new world record as they are travelling in a 
modern “open class” vessel. 

Speaking at the launch, Chris and Elliott said: “We have 
been preparing for this for months and, now we are here, 
we are both nervous and excited but determined to suc¬ 
ceed and set a new world record while raising money for 
a fantastic charity. 

“We know there are going to be tough times ahead but 
when we hit our lowest ebb we will think about the chil¬ 
dren and their families supported by Children’s Hospice 
South West and it will spur us on.”

Surprise lighting installed in Broad Street 


TOWN centre traders in Lyme Regis were surprised 
when workmen started erecting new lamp standards 
in Broad Street last week. 

SSE have been renewing the street lighting in Lyme 
Regis in recent months but there was no indication 
that new lamp standards would be erected in the main 
street. 

At the present time Broad Street is illuminated by 
wall lights attached to commercial premises. 

However, workmen arrived in the town on Tuesday 
of last week and erected two standards on Bell Cliff 
and one at the bottom of the town near The Shambles. 

Town clerk John Wright confirmed that there had 
been no “prior consultation” with the town council 
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about street columns. 

He said: “We have ascertained from Dorset County 
Council that this is part of their street lighting renewal 
programme that commenced some time ago.” 

Rod Mainstone, Dorset County Council’s lighting 
engineer, confirmed that following complaints SSE 
had been instructed to stop the installation of street¬ 
light columns until the town council had been con¬ 
sulted. 

He said: “Although the town council had agreed to 
a wall light design, SSE have experienced difficulties 
obtaining permission from building owners. 

“SSE will ask the town council for assistance in ob¬ 
taining these permissions. If building owners don’t 
give permission then the columns will have to re¬ 
main.”

Halls to purchase life saving 
equipment in memory of Jim 


THE Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis is going ahead 
with the purchase of a piece of lifesaving equipment in 
memory of one of its most enthusiastic supporters. 

After a recent demonstration, the halls management 
committee have agreed to purchase a defibrillator 
which will be erected at the outside entrance of the 
halls, in memory of former committee member and 
musician Jim Sweetland. 

A fundraising evening featuring the Three Counties 
Swing Band, with whom Mr Sweetland played the sax¬ 
ophone, raised around £3,000 and the halls is hoping 


to secure a grant from the town council to meet the 
cost of erection and maintenance. 

At the presentation the committee was told that 
80,000 people a year in the UK die of a heart attack but, 
of that number, 60,000 could be saved if a defibrillator 
was available. 

There are only two other defibrillators in Lyme - one 
at the fire station used by the responders and one at 
the police station. 

In Padstow, a town similar in size to Lyme Regis, there 
are 15.

Lyme was bedecked in red, white and blue 
bunting, Union Jacks and the American Stars and 
Stripes in preparation for the events, which 
started on Friday morning, the actual anniver¬ 
sary of D-Day, with a 6am service on Church 
Cliffs. More than 100 people gathered to 
pay homage to those who took part in the 
Day-Day landings to liberate Europe from 
Nazi tyranny, including members of the 
Lyme Regis branch of the Royal British 
Legion, who led the service, representa¬ 
tives of Lyme Regis Town Council includ¬ 
ing Deputy Mayor, Councillor Anita 
Williams, members of the RNLI and HM 
Coastguards, veterans and residents. 
During a period of silence, as a 
Union Jack and Stars and Stripes, 
fluttered in the breeze on the cliff 
edge, those present gazed out across 
Lyme Bay from where so many Al¬ 
lied troops sailed on June 6th 1944. 

Later that day, television camera 
crews and hundreds of residents and 
visitors waited patiently on Marine 
Parade for a fly-past of five 
Lysanders on their way to commem¬ 
orations being held in Normandy. 
Schoolchildren took part in commem¬ 
orations by dressing as wartime chil¬ 
dren for the day and learning about life

during the war, including some 1940s dancing, at the Wood- 
mead Halls. Local traders also got into the spirit of the oc¬ 
casion, with some serving customers in 1940s costume. 

On Friday evening, a variety show organised by Les 
Loveridge was held in the Woodmead Halls with acts in¬ 
cluding the Woodroffe School Jazz Band, Lyme Regis Dra¬ 
matic and Pantomine Societies, Roy Wooton and Rob 
Cross, Lyme Regis Majorettes and Vanessa Cross. 

Saturday events included a special screening of wartime 
film “Went The Day Well?” at the Regent Cinema, followed 
by a 1940s-theme swing dance, also at the halls, with en¬ 


tertainment from The Land Girls and the popular Three 
Counties Swing Band. 

The commemoration weekend culminated on Sunday 
with the unveiling of a plaque on Bell Cliff, commissioned 
by the US 16th Infantry Regiment Association to mark its 
special bond with Lyme. 

The plaque was revealed by the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Councillor Sally Holman, who thanked all those who had 
helped in organising the weekend’s events, saying they had 
“sparked the spirit of co-operative effort which is very 
much alive in our town today”. 

Speaking on Lyme’s connections with the American GIs, 
she added: “They became our friends, generously showing 
great kindnesses to our community, and bringing cheer to 
a town wearied by war. It is said by the Regiment that the 
friendliness that they were shown in return bolstered the

GIs’ spirits and courage as they approached 
the assault on Normandy.” 

Also attending the short ceremony were 
members of the Lyme Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion and standard bearers 
from other nearby branches, veterans, 
Deputy Lieutenant of Dorset Minnie 
Churchill and her partner Simon Bird, town 
councillors and Paul Apanasewicz, step-son 
of Captain Leo Apanasewicz, commander 
of ‘A Company’ of the 1st Medical Battal¬ 
ion of the US Army, which was also sta¬ 
tioned in Lyme before D-Day, as well as 
many of his local relatives from the Austin 
family. 

The unveiling ceremony was followed by 
a military march along the seafront, includ¬ 
ing Legion members, veterans and the 
Combined Cadet Force from the Woodroffe 
School, and a service on Marine Parade 
with hymns accompanied by Lyme Regis 
Town Band. 

The service was led by the Reverend 
Stephen Skinner and included a recorded 
message from Colonel Ralph Kauzlarich, 
Honourary Colonel of the 16th Infantry 
Regiment Association, in which he said 
they would be “forever in your debt” for 
welcoming the American GIs before D- 
Day. Prayers were said by the Reverends 
Jane Skinner, and Eric Holstock and Chris 
Woodman from Lyme Regis Baptist 
Church. The mayor gave a Bible reading 
and a poem was read by David Manners, 
chairman of the Royal British Legion Lyme 
Regis branch, who also led the organisation 
of the D-Day commemorations. The service 
finished with the national anthems of both 
England and America. 

Others leading the D-Day commemora¬ 
tions included town councillor Lorna 
Jenkin, Geoff Baker and Matt Puddy, who 


fronted the campaign to decorate the town 
with flags. 

Mr Manners said: “The events of com¬ 
memoration for D-Day in Lyme Regis have 
made a lasting impression on many people 
and I personally cannot remember an occa¬ 
sion when the town has felt so unified. 

“The D-Day commemoration committee 
would like to thank the dozens and dozens 
who helped to make it a success and the 
hundreds and hundreds of people who have 
decorated their homes, businesses and pub¬ 
lic areas of the town. 

“It is possibly unfair to name individuals, 
but Chris Jarvis and the other Lyme Regis 
Coastguards need to be mentioned in praise 
of their quick thinking in administering 
water and medical support to several people 
who succumbed to the heat at Sunday’s 
service on the parade. 

“The words of the BBC reporter on Fri¬ 
day simply sum up the feelings of many - 
‘Wow, this town is amazing’. Thank you, 
one and all.” 

■ IN our coverage of the D-Day 70th an¬ 
niversary commemorations in last week’s 
View from Lyme Regis, we referred to Her¬ 
bert Huebner, batman to Captain Briggs, 
who commanded the 1st Battalion of the 
16th Infantry Regiment, stationed in Lyme 
Regis, marrying local girl Jean Austin.

N obody does it 

better! How many 
times do we hear 
that from visitors when 
they arrive in Lyme and 
see one of the town’s nu¬ 
merous attractions in 
full swing. 

Many such comments were 
certainly made this past week¬ 
end as Lyme pulled out the 
stops once again, this time to 
commemorate (not celebrate, 
as one other local newspaper 
headline disgreacefully de¬ 
scribed it) the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of the D-Day landings. 

Top marks to the town coun¬ 
cil for getting the arrange¬ 
ments off the ground and then 
handing things over to a vol¬ 
untary committee.

out the years that it’s much 
better when such matters are 
left to volunteers rather than 
councillors. 

Unfortunately, I missed the 
civic parade and plaque un¬ 
veiling on the Sunday as I was 
attending a wedding in Lon¬ 
don, probably the first major 
Lyme event I have not been 
present at for 40 years. But 
Francesca tells me what a spe¬ 


cial occasion it was, presided 
over by Mayor Sally Holman 
whose term of office has in¬ 
cluded so many special occa¬ 
sions. 

The blistering heat caused a 
few problems but I understand 
these were dealt with quickly 
and sympathetically. 

As always, the town turned 
out in force to support this 
unique occasion and it was 


good to hear that the majority 
of councillors gave their sup¬ 
port. This is how it should be 
and it is to be hoped that the 
curent council continue in this 
vein for the rest of their term of 
office.

The 6am service on Church 
Cliff on Friday was attended by 
well over 100 people and was a 
fitting start to the programme 
of events designed to honour 
those brave young men, many 
of whom who were based in 
Lyme on the run up to D-Day, 
who took part in the invasion. 

There was good support also 
for the ancillary events, includ¬ 
ing the concert party at the 
Woodmead Halls, organised 
and compered by Les 
Loveridge, and the swing 
dance at the same venue on 
Saturday evening when a 
nuber of those attending 
donned 1940s-style fashions to 
add some authenticity to the 
occasion. 


David Manners, vice-chair¬ 
man of the Lyme Regis branch 
of the Royal British Legion, 
chaired the organising com¬ 
mittee and he and his helpers 
deserve great credit for the en¬ 
ergetic way they went about 
their task. 

A special mention must go to 
Matt Puddy and Geoff Baker 
who worked so hard on mak- 
ingsure the town looked so pa¬ 
triotic with so many flags and 
colourful bunting, with much 
help coming from council op¬ 
erations manager Elliott Her¬ 
bert and his team of workers.

However, 
he clearly kept an eye on the situation 
for on the morning of the day follow¬ 
ing the end of my year in office I got a 
letter from him asking what I was 
going to do about my overdraft. 

Clearly, he didn't want to send that 
letter whilst I was the town's First Citi¬ 
zen. But he wasted no time once I was 
out of office!

FACTS ABOUT 
YOUR TEETH 


♦ It seems children have the 
right idea about smiling... they 
smile about 400 times a day. 
Women smile about 62 times 
a day compared to men who 
smile eight times a day 

on average. 

♦ Each person's set of teeth is 
unique, much like their 
fingerprints. Even identical 
twins do not have exactly the 
same set of teeth. Did you 
know that your tongue print 
is also unique? 

♦ Does the hand you write with 
affect your teeth? It can. 
Right-handed people, tend to 
chew food on their right side, 
while left-handed people tend 
to chew on their left side. 

♦ The electric chair was invented 
by a dentist. William F. Semple, 
a dentist from Mount Vernon, 
OH. was issued the first patent 
in 1869 for chewing gum.

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The Trials of Oscar Wilde set in historic 
Dorchester courtroom at Shire Hall 


THE criminal trials of one of wittiest 
men who ever lived will be brought 
to life at the historic courtroom at 
Shire Hall, Dorchester on Thursday, 
June 12th, 8pm. Written by his 
grandson, The Trials of Oscar Wilde, 
will feature a host of familiar actors. 

The action starts on 14 February 
1895 - the triumphant opening 
night of The Importance of Being 
Earnest and the zenith of Wilde's ca¬ 
reer. Weeks later Wilde took a libel 
action out against Lord Queens- 


berry, the father of his young friend 
Bosie, who had accused him of 
being a sodomite. Three days into 
the trial Wilde dropped the case 
and was himself arrested and 
charged with "unnatural acts" with 
other men. 

Less than 100 days later, he found 
himself a common prisoner sen¬ 
tenced to two years hard labour. So 
what happened during the trials 
and what did Wilde say?

Salver success for Sophie 


SOPHIE Keech continues to impress by winning the 
Astor Salver, a 36-hole event for leading amateur 
lady golfers of seven handicap or better, played over 
both courses at The Berkshire last week. 

Posting a four under par total for the 36 holes, she 
won by two shots and in doing so follows in the foot¬ 
steps of a fellow Dorset player, another England in¬ 
ternational, Hayley Davis, who won the trophy two 
years ago. 

Keech who lives in Axminster, but plays at Park- 
stone, said: "I knew Hayley had won this and I 
thought it would be really cool if I could win too, so 
I was really pleased." 

Earlier in the season she won the amateur prize at 
another of the top women's scratch events, the Roe- 
hampton Gold Cup. 

At The Berkshire, Keech opened her account with a 
three-under 69 on the Blue course, which included 
13 straight pars, four birdies and a solitary bogey on 
the 16th. 

She signed off with a one-under 72 on the Red 
course, which included an eagle three on the 15th, 
which took her score under par. 

During the day she drove well and holed a number 
of long putts to make her score, but took greatest 
pleasure in her par five on the 17th on the Red 
course. 

Her second shot finished in a divot; below her feet; 
and she could only knock the ball forward and even¬ 
tually had to hole a 11 -footer for her par. 

"I'd just got under par with my eagle and I had it in 
my mind that I'd need to be under par," she said. "I 
kept saying to myself that I had to keep under and I 
rolled in the putt!" 

Sophie finished two shots clear of Dulcie Sverdloff 


(Garon Park, Essex), who also opened with a 69. 

In the afternoon, Keech was able to keep an eye on 
her closest opponents who was playing in th group 
ahead, particularly as Sverfloff birdied the last two 
holes of the round for a 74 to finish a stroke ahead of 
former England champion, Kerry Smith (Water- 
looville, Hampshire). 

Keech won the English girls' championship last 
summer, as well as the English schools' and South 
West girls'titles. She was a member of England's win¬ 
ning team at the Girls' Home Internationals. 

This year she received England Golf's Silver Tee 
award for the way she combines her golf and her 
studies and represented England Golf at the French 
Lady Junior Championship.
